I have read with interest what 
has been said recently about fire

For example, I see many persons 
leave the post office and scatter 
torn letters and other paper on the 
sidewalk after 
they 
leave, al­ 
though there is a waste paper de­ 
pository inside the building in the 
lobby and another outside. 
The c ity 'makes a daily pickup of 
all waste paper in the rear of the 
business houses. 
In many cases 
this paper is not confined to the 
receptacles provided for that pur­ 
pose 
and sometimes the 
recep­ 
tacles are not of sufficient capac­ 
ity to contain the refuse. 
The.-e are careless habits that 
tend to keep the city in a more or 
les unsightly and unsanitary con­ 
dition and that should be checked 
and overcome. 
If all of us would 
think before we cast the waste pa­ 
per to the four winds, the job of 
keeping the city streets, as well as 
our own yards and home ground, 
clean would be greatly simplified.
